CALIFORNIA FOR ECLIPSE OF SUN 


Over $4,000,000 of $5,000,- 


000 Fund Already Raised

Japan 


WASHINGTON, Sept 10.—To

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 10. 
—Twenty-two dead, scores injured 
and seven destroyers wrecked to- 
day marks the greatest loss in a 
single disaster to the United States 
navy in peace times. 


In an almost impenetrable blan- 


ket of fog the destroyers, Delphy, 
S. P. Lee, Nichols, Fuller, Chaun- 
cey and Woodbury, in single file 
formation, piled up on the treach- 
erous rocks off Pedernaleg Point, 
two miles from the point Arguello 
lighthouse la Santa Barbara coun- 
ty jail. All seven destroyers were 
a contingent of the,eleventh squad- 
ron. Ten have been recovered, two 
of which have been Identified an R. 
A. Conry. fireman, first-class, of thd 
Delpliy and "Squad" Plenon, fire- 
man, first-class, also of the Del- 
phy. The names of the other vic- 
tims has not yet been made puhr 
lie by officials of the twelfth naval 
district here.

Figures are just available from Washington show- 


ing the cost per capita for the running of state govern- 
ments. The amount in Ohio has trebled, so the report 
says, per capita during the last eight years. 
It costs 


iiow on an average of $11.35 for every person in Ohio to 
support the government in this state. This means if 
there are five in the family, that this family must con- 
tribute simply for the support of the state government 
$56.75. Of course, it is true that some contribute many 
times this amount and others contribute much less, but 
this is the average. 


In 1914, the cost for running the state govern- 


ment of Ohio was $3.60 per capita, so that Ohio's has 
trebled since 1914. Wisconsin's has trebled in that 
length of time. Ehode Island's has doubled; New Jer- 
sey's has slightly more than doubled; Minnesota's has 
slightly more than doubled; Michigan's has increased 
by over five fold. Kentucky's has doubled and Illinois' 
has doubled. Michigan is the only state where the 
comparative increase is as great as is Ohio's. 


This is a terrific increase in taxation in a very 


brief period of time. In part, extravagance, inefficiency 
and graft may be responsible, but on the other hand, 
there are tremendous demands made by the voters upon 
the governments of the particular political unit in which 
the voters live. 


From the same source that the above figures are 


obtained it is stated that the cost of government of all 


" iinds—federal, state, county and municipal, are run- 
:; ning at least $100.00 per capita in the United States. 


, The standards are rising and many cities are do- 


ing for the citizens that which they formerly did them- 
selves, that is, the citizens are doing it through the in- 
strumentality of the city government. This fact should 
be emphasized. Take the item, for example, the dispos- 
al of garbage. Formerly it was taken care of by the 
citizens, making contracts with garbage collectors or 
disposing of it in any way they saw fit. Now in most 
places, it is taken care of by the city and there is no 
question but what the city can do it more cheaply and 
•With greater assurance of sanitation than it can be 
done in the old way. This does not mean that it is 
done more cheaply in some cases, but that it can be. 


7. People should remember in looking over the amount 


-of taxeslt costs them to run their government that they 


* are paying through their taxes for service which was 


formerly performed through private agencies. At the 
same time they should examine more carefully in the 
element of cost for the service to keep it down to the 
lowest possible point.

RESPONSIBILITY IN WORLD AFFAIRS 


"I want no one to support me under any misappre- 


hension. International relationships are not a direct 
political concern of the state. Permit me to say, how- 
ever, that I believe in a world court, and in such an or- 
ganization as will outlaw war and make it a crime 
against humanity. In the last session of the Assembly, 
I introduced a resolution c%Uing for an Economic Con- 
ference of the Nations, but received no support from 
the organization. Later, I introduced a resolution con- 
gratulating the President on his proposition for a 
World Court.' This passed unanimously. I believe that 
the Covenant of the League of Nations, as at present 
phrased, does not outlaw war, but rather perpetuates 
it. Therefore,^ I am opposed to it. But I strongly believe 
that the United States should assume a nation's full 
share in some organic union so that international peace 
may be assured, and all differences between nations 
shall be adjudicated before a tribunal where reason is 
heard, rather than upon a battlefield drenched with 
human blood where brute strength alone prevails.
